and  women.?  All  my  life  I  have  fonnd 
more  eiK-ouwgcint  Ut  und  hilp  from 
Christian  ndmster*  tlmnfri'm  any  other 
class  of  nicflkaud  I  believe  that  the  ma¬ 
jority  of  ou4  reformers  w  ould  bear  the 
none  t<*tiiu$uy.  As  a  rule  the  pulpits  of 
all  chutvbi*.  except  those  in  which 
sacerdotalism  forbid-,  have  (sen  opened 
to  ua.  Whrfe  I  went  to  the  smith,  it  was, 
as  a  rule,  nflbistera  utul  their  wives  w  ho 
firmed  thbfeone  and  aiuew  i  f  the  early, 
as  they  dih  if  the  later,  temperance 
movement, rgnd  as  they  do  of  every  oth«  r 
reform,  bedfiu.ie  they  are  the  represent¬ 
atives  of  tMh  Divine  Reformer. 

These  fuQs  furnish  a  background  be¬ 
fore  which*,  a  few  ministers  have  dis¬ 
ported  than.-dvis  in  ao  unenviable 
light — for  Instance,  when  an  excellent 
mtpw-y  da pt  to  a  silas*  of  “sweet  girl 
graduates’*  that  when  women  vote  they 
will  sell  their  ballots  as  they  now  sell 

themselvv*'  When  the  gifted  Dr.  - 

of  Georgia  declares  that  “ the  woman 
who  ride*  the  bicycle  is  the  victim  of  a 


personal,  devil,  ”  he  shows  himself  to 
be  out  of  sympathy  with  this  great 
que*»tio|irf  nqual  rights. 

The  ifrvthrcu  have  made  for  them¬ 
selves  gnenviable  fame,  and  their  i^pfi- 
tnde  toft  aril  women  who  are  trying  to 
ameliorate  the  sorrows  of  humanity  will 
not,  I  ddrc  affirm.  be  quoted  by  their 
descendants,  but  will  be  consigned  liy 
them,  dbd.  let  us  hope,  by  the  women 
who  will  then  be  invested  with  all  the 
powerit  tand  dignities  of  citizenship  in 
churfh  knd  state,  to  a  charitable  obliv¬ 
ion.  1  do  not  say  that  those  are  not 
good  men,  but  they  are  certainly  whim¬ 
sical  and  grotesque  in  (heir  attitude  to¬ 
ward  one  of  the  greatest  reforms  of 
their  tltue.  Nor  will  those  other  good 
men  who  are  doing  their  best  to  prevent 
the  admission  of  women  to  the  counsels 
uf  different  branches  of  the  church  of 
Chrfef ‘desire  to  have  this  fact  empha¬ 
sised  When  their  post  mortem  eulogies 
are  written.  It  is  the  ill  fortune  uf  some 
men  and  women  in  every  epoch  of  ad- 
vanee'to  find  their  emblem  in  the  bowl¬ 
der  o*  the  track  rather  than  the  arrowy 
current  of  the  refreshing,  forward  rush¬ 
ing  stream  uf  that  public  sentiment 
which  is  the  final  factor  in  all  those  rev¬ 
olutions  by  whieh  humanity  come* 
nearer  to  good  will  and  God.  The  sul¬ 
tan  and  the  czar  may  order  the  words 
liberty, equality,  fraternity.  “  eliminat¬ 
ed  ftom  all  published  documents  with¬ 
in  the  area  of  the  autocracy  they  repre¬ 
sent,  -but  the  fatuous  prohibitions  of 
despots,  whether  on  a  large  or  a  small 
scale,  are  but  another  form  of  personal 
death  warrant  autobiographically  given. 

Headers  of  Benjamin  Kidd’s  “Social 
Evolution ’’  must  have  been  often  struck 
by  the  phrase  “equality  of  opportunity.  ’ ’ 
In  thcM  wi.nl*  is  the  quintessence  of  a 
high  and  noble  socialism,  for  at  the 
bottom  of  all  our  social  discontent  it  is 
not  a  quarrel  with  jutrentage,  birth  and 
gift*  i  f  nature  that  disturb*  us,  nor  even 
so  much  with  envire-nments  as  with  that 
maladjustment  of  opportunity  which  we 
feel  instinctively  is  not  natural,  but 
come*  of  human  meddling  with  nature 
and  utter  disregard  of  God’s  place  in  the 
world  he  has  made. 

And  the  present  social  perturbation* 
And  scarcely  suppressed  upheavals — what 
ArtRtbey-bot  attempts  to  bring  about  not 
equality  in  wealth,  equality  in  position, 
but  equality  in  opportunity  for  every 
human  creature?  The  mode  of  attempt 
n^gnot  always  wise  or  well  adapttd 
14  the  end  sought,  but  the  end  and  aim 
of*  good.  It  is  this  aim  to  secure  equal¬ 
ity  of  opportunity  that  has  given  such 
impetus  to  the  cause  of  public  edoc&tiop 
dttriug  the  last  few  y*Wrs,  for  ft  recog¬ 
nise*  iu  all  dosses  of  society  thut  no 
power  raises  a  man  so  quickly  to  the 
lsvel  of  the  world's  best  accomplishment 


as  the  education  and  development  •  f  his 
inn  licet.  Nothing  givts  bun  such  noble 
companionship  and  sou  him  a<  a  peer  in 
the  society  of  mind,  nothing  has  so  raised 
man  as  man  and  distributed  its  gifts  so 
widely  save  Christianity  as  taught  by 
Christ  himself.

•rumeut  or  the  United  Statu  govern¬ 
ment  abdicate*  the  right  of  furnishing 
the  currency  it  should  not  permit  the 
bark  or  hank*  to  tamper  with  it  or  to 
regulate  their  loans  by  the  amount  i.f 
.'iirn  ncy  in  their  poawasinn  on  a  given 
tiny.  As  far  back  as  1838  Carry,  in 
;  ’The  Credit  Systi  vi  J.»  l*r  :cc.  ( ' rr ;-.t 
Britain  and  the  UniUil  btaUs, '  diino.i- 
grati  d  coi.clusivelv  that  th?  test  of  safe 
banking  was  to  be  found  i-.i  the  relatii  n 
whieh  the  capitul  uf  a  bank  bnre  to  the 
auii  unt  which  it  had  duo  it  by  its  debt¬ 
ors.  The  proper  way  to  regulate  the  na¬ 
tional  banksef  this  country  wot^ld  there¬ 
fore  be  a  provision  of  law  by  which  no 
bank  conld  loan  more  than  100  or  ljO 
ptr  ccut  over  and  above  its  capital  and 
«urplus. 

’’But  if  the  Ovemtoue  law  is  still  to 
be  fixed  upou  the  people  of  the  United 
States,  then  the  reserves  of  the  bank* 
should  be  kept  at  home  and  not  in  the 
banks  of  New  York;  there  to  . stimulate 
speculation,  to  centralize  business  and 
create  panics,  as  the  present  quack  sys¬ 
tem  does,  placing  the  whole  country  at 
the  mercy  of  Wall  street. 

“Now  we  deny*  to  rae  hauefi 
question  of  the  currency.  I  would  erase 
nbs  rbing  myself  with  the  oue  idea  of 
the  standard  and  what  it  should  be, 
anil  devote  myeqlf  to  patting  in  opera¬ 
tion,  in  full  vigtir,.the  great  function  of 
association  which  money  fulfills.  Iu  a 
word.  I  would  have  gold 1  if  we  conld 
get  enough  of  it.  I  would  add  silver, 
too,  if  that  would  be  enough,  and  if 
not,  paper  until  we  hail  enough.  Gold 
is  utterly  unfit  for  the  currency  of  a 
country,  bi'canse  it  is  always  liable  to 
export,  giving  you  oue  day  a  feast  and 
another  day  a  famine.  I?  we  conld  have 
a  large  volnme  of  silver  which  was 
overvalued  in  the  coinage,  that  would 
be  an  immense  advantage,  as  only  the 
bullion  and  not  the  coin  would  be  ex¬ 
ported.  The  attempt  at  a  gigantic  sacri¬ 
fice  ( tens  of  thousands  of  millions  o< 
dollar*)  during  the  last  31  years  to 
give  ns  a  currency  ‘at  par  all  over  the 
world’  is  one  of  the  most  mischievous 
results  aimed  at  by  any  legislators  in 
the  world.  What  is  wanted  is  an  iuex- 
purtable  currency  which  by  its  contin¬ 
ual  prese  nce  will  give  to  the  whole  body 
of  the  people  the  ability,  promptly  and 
vigorously,  to  associate  and  combine, 
to  exchange  services,  commodities  and 
ideas  aiming  their  several  selves.  What 
yon  and  Mr.  Walker,  the  chairman  of 
your  cammiftee^rould  do  would  be  to 
moke  enormous  sacrifices  to  the  end 
that  the  people  Bhould  wake  up  one  day 
and  find  almost  the  entire  basis  upon 
which  their  power  to  associate  rested 
fleeing  across  the  Atlantic  ocean.  This, 
permit  me  to  say,  is  not  statesmanship. 
It  doe*  not  lead  to  prosperity,  to  busi¬ 
ness,  to  virtue,  to  civilization,  but  it 
leads  to  the  waste  of  labor  power,  the 
most  perishable  of  all  eomtiodities,  to 
poverty,  to  demoralization^  to  crime 
and  to  barbarism.  \ 

“If  you  will  once  recognise  in  its  full 
force  that  great  truth  ^enunciated  by 
Carey,  that  the  greatest  need  of  man  is 
that  of  association  w(th  his  fellow  men, 
and  that  money  is.  .the  instrument  of 
that  association,  yon  will  then  prepare 
yourself  to  leave  the  company  of  the 
men  who  are  now  driving  these  people 
to  desperation,  and  you  will  join  the 
silver  men,  who  would  rescue  them 
from  destruction.  ’’ 


HERBERT  SPENCER  ON  FREE  LAND. 

Given  a  race  of  beings  having  like 
claims  to  pusue  the  objects  of  their  de¬ 
sires,  a  world  into,  which  suck  beings 
are  similarly  bom,  and  it  unavoidably 
follows  that  they  have  equal  rights  to 
the  use  of  this  world.  For  if  each  of 
them  has  freedom  to  do  all  that  he 
wills,  provided  he  infringes  not  the 
equal  freedom  of  any  other,  then  each 
of  them  is  free  to  use  the  earth  far  the 
satisfaction  of  his  wants,  provided  he  al¬ 
lows  all  others  the  same  liberty.  And 
conversely  it  is  manifest  that  no  one  or 
part  of  them  may  use  the  earth  in  such 
a  way  aa  to  prevent  the  rest  from  sim¬ 
ilarly  using  it,  seeing  that  to  do  this  is 
to  assume  greater  freedom  than  the  rest. 
Equity  doe*  not  therefore  permit  prop¬ 
erty  in  land.  For  if  one  portion  of  the 
earth’s  surface  may  Justly  become  the 
possession  of  an  individual  and  may  be 
held  by  him  far  his  sole  use  and  benefit 
os  a  thing  to  which  be  has  an  exclu¬ 
sive  right,  then  other  portions  (4  the 
earth  may  be  so  held,  and  eventually 
the  whole  of  the  earth’s  surface* may  be 
so  held.  Olx^rve  now  the  dilemma  to 
which  this  leads.  Supposing  the  whole 
habitable  globe  to  be  so  incloeod,  it  fol¬ 
lows  that  if  landowners  have  a  valid 
right  to  Its  surface,  all  who  are  not 
landowner*  have  no  right  at  all  to  it* 
surface  and  exist  only  by  sufferanUc. 
They  arc  alt  trespasse  rs.  Save  by  the 
penuiafiou  of  the  lords  of  the  soil  they 
can  have  no  room  tar  the  sole*  of  their 
feet.  — Herbert  Spencer.

This  street  will  be  repaired  at  once. 

Clerk  Johnson  received  three  bids 
from  contractors  to  furnish  broken 
stoue  lor  road  repairs,  and  they  were 
referred  to  Road  Committee  :  C.  E 
McDowell,  agt.,  $1  34  per  grose  ton  ; 
Osborn  A  Marcellos,  $1.38  per  gross 
ton  ;  Wright  &  Lindsley,  $1  55  }>er 
gross  ton. 

Mr.  Gilbert  called  up  the  petition 
from  the  property  owners  on  Willett 
Street  for  repairs.  Mr.  F  slier  prom¬ 
ised  to  attend  to  this  street. 

Mr.  Foster  again  called  attention 
to  the  condition  of  affxirs  at  the  corner 
of  Prospect  and  Willow  Streets.  Re¬ 
ferred  to  the  Road  Committee. 

Mr.  Lawrence  stated  that  he  had 
made  an  inspection  of  the  sidewalk 
on  the  south  side  of  Maple  Street  and 
found  that  about  500  feet  of  the  stone 
walk  was  from  2  to  5  inches  below 
the  grade  of  the  street.  The  Side¬ 
walk  Committee  were  instructed  to 
have  the  walk  relaid. 

The  petition  to  Lave  the  Myrtle 
Street  sidewalk  graded  wan  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  sidewalks  with 
power. 

Mr.  Gilbert  suggested  that  the 
contract  for  grading  at  thi*  place  be 
open  to  competition.  There  are  a 
large  number  of  men  unemployed 
and  who  are  anxious  to  do  this  work. 

Mr.  Gilbert  called  attention  to  the 
sidewalk  aloDg  the  Petem’  property 
on  Broad  Street  which  should'  be  laid 
to  grade.  Referred  to  Counsel  for 
investigation. 

Six  bid*  were  received  for  laying 
atone  sidewalks,  crosswalk*  and  grad¬ 
ing.  Referred  to  Sidewalk  Comniit- 
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Mr.  Gilbert  stated  that  he  had  been 
to  see  the  Water  Company  aud  that 
they  agreed  to  pl<ce  two  four-inch 
hydrants  on  Bloomfield  Avenue  to  be 
used  by  the  Colt*  -lidated  Traction 
Company  for  sprinkling  puipa*»s. 
The  hydrant*  are  to  be  pluced  one  at 
Berkehy  School  ami  the  other  at 
LiUrty  Street.  Mr.  Gill»ert  also 
said  that  the  Water  Company  would 
-t-onsefil  to  eitind  the  water  tmuu  <>n 
Julius  Street.  Ihe  Bahiwnu  estate 
were  willing  to  have  the  pipe  laid 
hrough  their  property  and  under  the 


aqueduct  of  the  canal.  This  plan 
will  cause  the  boatmen  no  delay. 

Tbe  fountain  at  the  Centre  was 
ordered  painted  by  direction  of  the 
Water  Committee. 

Engineer  Olmsted  informed  the 
Committee  of  Ube  necessity  of  con¬ 
necting  the  sewer  flush  tanks  with 
the  water  pipe*.  The  integrity  of 
the  ►ewers  could  not  be  maintained 
unless  this  was  done. 

Mr.  Stout  slated  that  the  contract 
with  the  Water  Company  colls  for  a 
certmu  number  of  flush  tank  oonnec- 
ti  >ns  a  year  ami  that  tbe  required 
number  had  Ig-en  exceeded. 

Ou  motiou  of  Mr.  Powers  the  old 
street  lanterns  and  frames  will  be 
tukeu  down  from  tbe  lamp  poets  and 
stored  iu  the  $ttic  of  the  police  sta¬ 
tion  The  street  signs  will  also  be 
removed  and  placed  where  they  will 
do  the  most  good. 

The  arc  light  service  was  reported 
completed  with  a  total  of  76  lamps. 

Mr.  Stout  inquired  in  regard  (• 
the  new  Police  Justice.  Mr.  Powi  r- 
replied  that  a  record  wus  being  kept 
by  an  officer  aud  tbat  the  proceed*- 
from  fees,  fines,  etc.,  would  be  turueo

In  an  old  Greek  play  the  possession  at 
one  of  these  baskets  of  toys  enable*  the 
young  girl  Palestra  to  establish  her 
identity.  iShe  was  kidnaped  when  a 
child,  with  her  basket,  which  she  care¬ 
fully  preserved,  and  when  she  was  grown 
np  she  came  across  her  parents,  and  on 
examining  her  toys  they  recognized  their 
daughter.  Among  these  treasure*  of 
childhood  was  a  little  golden  sword  en¬ 
graved  with  her  father’s  name,  a  little 
golden  ax  engraved  with  her  mother’s 
name,  a  small  silver  sickle,  two  clasped 
hands,  a  small  pig  and  a  golden  pendant
